If we imagine a plan wherobt/ 
discovery of motives is not acceptable to the UFO's then it would Certainly b© wise 
policy to instill fear into .outf"populace, Such events os this,along with the many events 
of hostile nature David, Rees is collating for future pv^iSattdfijWould fit this policy, 
Tliore i3 a quiet period^very few public sightings (ie they^hhve b© e u doing their j©b 
well),Thon d mistake, they are spotted,so rather than moke it just another UFO indident 
they add a'bit ofl spice,'Let's hypnotise these, folks into seeing us as nasty locking 
things, 'This gives the resdonts of Mississippi a bi£ of a shook and. UFOJs are not a 
popular subject for a while (ergo they get on with a b©tter. jab) 

Certainly it is possible and usefully explains the inoansistanoy in attitudes 
odf some UFO's to humans.Perhaps there is more than one t p© of oreature,though,Or 
perhaps they are not oroatures in that sense,but the phenomena sirnpijr responds to a 
stinulus direotly (ie the fishermen trigger one defence moqharlism whilst in other cases 
a different mechanism is triggered and different ©vents are *3sen' by the witness.

Statistics is a difficult subject.to apply to the UFO 
phenomena, largely because yre art?'-dealing with so many unknowns.Heveythaless attempts 
have been made in the past. and it roust b r »' admitted, 'that it is something everyone with 
access to details of a largo, number of sightings can do,provided tho intrinicies of" the 
maths are left alone. What hns^becn done so far? Well quite a lot actually,notably by 
liicho 1 ,Valloe and Scuundors. Probably the most remarkable was the discovery of BAVIC 
(a lino between Bayonne and Viohy in France along which, a grefup of independent sightings 
.■can be'fitted) Obviously we. must : deal with a large number of sightings because it is 
easy to draw an arbitary l.ine between 'one or two.Also it would be distinctly advantageous 
to find some reason (ie a Geological fault line) why suph an alignment should follow. 

The way is open for .the discovery of a- similar alignment in 3 ritain+(see editorial) 

The advantages of such a discovery are not only that some order is set to seemingly 
random data but a concentrated effort can b° made to sight UFO's in a restricted area. 
Imagine an air enthusiast looking for aircraft high in tho. sky if he didn't knew where 
the. airways we re 0 Remember too there are “probably many more, aircraft than UFO's. It would 
be even better to know WHEN to look as well as WHERE and Vollaa has worked out laws to 
deal v/ith this aspect.His data shows: 1 )Contrary to expectations most sightings occur in 
isolated areas where there ore less possible witnesses.True people in the pities, spend 
less time looking at the sky but the vastly greater number of potential witnesses at least' 
cancells this out. 2*J More sightings occur in Y/inter (more people indoors),"midweek (not 
weekend as would b Q . expected) and night and early morning (more people in b®d)«Tb9se 
facts go a long way td prove that there is a “foal problem,because if it was oil-dye to 
misintdrpre tat ion Or hoaxes it would 1 foliar our normal social patterns and NOT “go against f’. 
them.I set out to loolc at Valleos sedond law using first.70 well known.cases and then 
the data .from 400 "USA landings (FSR 1 7/5 & 6).I looked at. classification by MCNTH,DATE, 

DAY OF V/EEK and TIME~0F DAY.The results were surprising and will be discussed in detail p 
with the relevant tables etc over the next four months*.

REPORT: It was a fine evening with dusk falling around 10pm.The witness was waxkiuig 
home. aooross the fields from Lonplugh Cross (appr;ooc 1 mile).He heard a droning iioiso 
v/hich seemed.to penetrate and cause a pounding sensation.It did. not sound like a 
helicopter ac airafaft.lt slowly caught up with the witness and a vicunl "sighting was 
made at 10-10 with the object overhead.Dog3 in nearby fields were disturbed and hawked. 
The object was a large cylinder with rounded ohds.lt was mettalio’ reflecting the setting 
Sun and had no markings or exhaust.lt moved slowly,estimated at lOnph and just cleared 
a hill to the South (Murton Fell height 1500 foot).A vary accurate assesmeht can b® 
made of the dimensions ’of the. craft since the objeot was in view for so long (at least 
minutes) and distances and heights are known.Tho size of 330 feet is consistent 
v/ith the witno3sos dascrix/tion of 'as big as a railwey oarriogo' and fits v/ell with 
the previously reported large size af cylinders or cigars (soo last month).

CGTCUJ3IGN : This is certainly one of the most interesting cases "which we have on file 
to date. It is a pity that the scene and witness (plus others who heard the sound) are ^ 
so far distont.Nevertheless Mr Btephens has supplied a full report of the witness’s 
statement including maps and diagrams which is very comprehensive.There seems little to 
exclude the possibility that this was a real unknown.An Object in view for so long would 
surely be identifiable if it were something ordinary.One con only think of a b^dLleon 
or airship following the speed and flight pattern indioated but the noise and other 
descriptive factors do not agree.I suppose it is possible that some experimental airfdro 
vehicle was being tested Q b u "t it seems strange that they should allow themselves td be 
seen if they did not intend to,and if they did why no mention of it.

WITNESS There were several witnesses to this oase,.all young boys about 11. or 12.It 
must b Q admitted that this case does not rate pearly so highly, in strangeness or 
credibility os the previous one,b u i is included since it displays some useful points. 
The witnesses wore interviewed and seemed mostly trustworthy,and NOT overconvinoed that 
they had seen anything strange.Their teaoher was also seen,and he said that he believed 
their stary,but thought (as I do) that they had embelished .it somewhat. 


AREA: A small village throe miles outside Crewe .Mostly new housing estates with 

much open ground and farmland. 


RETORT: The boys describe a sharp bright red light which appeared at 8-3o pm and 

seemed to b e an aircraft landing in the diatanoe.A second similar light appeared above 
it and travelled in the opposite direction.Whon they crossed the first light went cut. 
They watched the second for three or four minutes b 0 fore it deisapppeared behind a tree. 
They made remarkable estimates of its dimensions (size 25*,speed 1OOnph,distanoe 23 mile 
although one olaimed 19 ’, 108mph,25mmles). I doubt if such a small object oould b 0 aeon 
at such a distance,however.There wore other exagerations.One boy claimed that the first 
light fired a LASER b G "- m at the second and that this one then disintegrated* I ha>r.. Iitt3 
douht that this was an embelishment,sinoe none of tho others will go so far as thai. 

CONCLUSION :0n looking at the area canoemed one is struck by the fact that tho direct1 
indicated for the UFO’s is exactly that of Ringw y (25 miles away).^ut aircraft ■-’.re 
very difficult to see going into^that airport and in any rase I feel that these lights 
were mirh closer. Other aircraft are seen overhead not going to Ringway,and it is 
possible that these were such - b u t two so close together? Although there is -nothrag to 
rule out aircraft in thi3 case it does show that when dealing with witnesses 3 '.. 
those (of whom perhaps you ore not quite sure) such emhelishments to a story and Au-ur 
disagreements are natural (perhaps our psychology experts will confirm this) and lend 
more support to it3 b^ic validity than would four or five EXACT LI SIMILAR stories.
